COLLECTOR WENNEKER BEGAN 
“ WITH A NEW SET. 


EIGHT YEARS’ RECORD MISSING. 


@he Mayor Says Kalbfell Has the Old 
Books, but Kalbfell Says He 
Has Them Not. 


Where are the books used by Mr. Ziegen- 
hein during the eight years of his service as 
Collector of the city’s revenue? 

The ordinary citizen would expect to find 
them in the office to which they belong, 
and of which they are a part. 

They are not there. 

Mr. Ziegenhein’s successor, Charles F. 
Wenneker, says they are not In his office, 
that he never saw them, and doesn’t know 
where they are. It isn’t any of his busi- 
ness. He has troubles of his own. 

Mr. Ziegenhein himself says: ‘Oh, .go 
to the License Commissioner. He's got 
*’em all. - The new law says he must take 
charge of them. Go to him—go through 
the books—you can see=anybody can see.’’ 

The License Commissioner says he has 
only the books pertaining to the levying of 
license—not to its collection. 

The janitor of the Collector's office says 
he has three big iron-bound boxes, fastened 
with Yale locks, in his keeping. He has 
no idea to whom they belong, as they are 
without marks. He doesn’t know what 
they contain, and he says he doesn’t re- 
member that anybedy told him to take care 
of them. 


Mr. Wenneker frankly admitted to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not know 
where Mr. Ziegenhein’s old books were. He 
had never seen them. 

“Just after my election,’’ said Collector 
Wenneker, Mr. Ziegenhein told me it would 
be necessary for me to start with a clean 
get of books; that his old books were of 
no use to me. He would certify to me 
all the unpaid tax bills, and that would 
be all. He said he would order the new 
books made, and he did. When I took the 
office I found the new books here ready for 
entries. I also found the certified tax 
bills not yet paid, for which I receipted to 
Ziegenhein. That is all I know.” 

“Did ‘you not consider the ex-Collector’s 
books a part of the. records of your office?” 
was asked. 

“Well—I don’t know. I supposed I was 
to start clean, and be responsible only for 
them.”’ 

“Yes, but do you realize that this is a 
public office? That the record of payments 
made here should be open always to in- 
spection, and that by their aid you should 
be able to answer any question concerning 
back payments, within a reasonable period? 
Suppose some important payment made last 
year, or not made at all, should require 
your reference to the books of your pre- 
decessor, what would you do?” 

“I should refer ’em to the old man.” 

“But Mr. Ziegenhein is no longer Col- 
Jector; besides he might be dead, and his 
records destroyed. What then?’ 

Mr. Wenneker stuck to his jdea that he 
began de novo, and cared nothing for his 
predecessor's business. And his ideas 
seemed equally vague about the continuity 
and chronological sequence of public rec- 
ords. 

“I have a whole lot of old things here,"’ 
said Mr. Wenneker, “that I'm going to 
clear out. They are in the way.” 

Mr. Wenneker waved his hand in a spiral 
fashion, ag if he were putting a red stripe 
on a stick of candy. 

“I don’t think they amount to anything,” 
he said. “All those cases there. Just as 
e00n as we move into our new quarters 
I'm going to dispose of 'em." 

The reporter looked, and found they em-| 
braced the volumes of Collectors’ records 
up to 1889%—about the time Mr. Ziegenhein 
took possession of the office. All after 
that date were missing. 


The reporter next made straight for the 
Mayor's office.

When the reporter had stated his business, 
the Mayor laughed. 

“My tax books,” he said, “are all in the 
License Commissioner's office. There may

But the erdinance creating 
the License Bureau made it compulsory to 
send all the books and records there. If 
you wan't to go through them for the eight 
years of my administration, you may do 
so,” and the Mayor laughed at the face- 
tiousness of the idea. ,

WIPED OUT. | 


Parties of Gold Hunters From the 
United States in Bolivia Killed 
by Yellow Fever. 


DENVER, Colo., June 12.—The death of 
William H. Korn of Leadville, Colo., from 
yellow fever, in quarantine at New York 
yesterday, marks the total extinction of one 
party of prospectors who left Colorado last 
March to dig for gold in Bolivia. The other 
members of the party, Thomas Quayle of 
Aspen, and Frank O’Keith, and William 
Hahn of Leadville died of the fever in Bo- 
livia. Of another party of four who went 
from Colorado to Bolivia about the game 
time, only Willlam Hurley survives and he 
is reported to be ill in quarantine at New 
York. The fate of these adventursome gold- 
seekers will probably stop emigration from 
Colorado to South America for some time. 
Korn’s father worried so much about his 
son’s trip that his mind became unbalanced, 
and since Memorial Day he has been missing 
from his home in Buffalo, N. Y. It is feared 
that he has committed suicide.

OF THE SEASON. 


THERMOMETER CLIMBED UP 
TOWARD THE CENTURY MARK. 


SUNDAY MAY BE _ HOTTER. 


4& Regular Wave of Summer Heat 
Throughout the Entire 
Country. 


Thursday was warm, Friday warmer 
and Saturday warmest. 

The hot wave extends all over the coun- 
try, North and South, East and as far West 
as the Pacific Slope “In New York and 
Boston, in Chicago and in New Orleans, 
the mercury in the thermometers played 
fround the 90 degree mark at noon, and St. 
Louis was no hotter than were those cities. 

In St. Louis the thermometer indicated 
early in the morning that Saturday would 


touch the record for this season, and at 12 
o'clock the mercury stood at 9. But that 
wasn't the worst of it. Dr. Frankenfleld, 
local observer, said the indications were 
that at 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon the 
yen would show the maximum, between 
and % degrees. The heat is due to local 
barometric areag bringing up south winds. 
Warm south winds are Flowing in all the 
territory touched by the hot wave. 

“The indications,” said Dr. Franken- 
field to a Post-Dispatch reporter Sat- 
urday afternoon, “are that the weather 
will continue warm in 8st. Louis for 
two or three days longer, and certainly 
through. Sunday. But this weather means 
nothing more [han that summer weather is 
upon us_ It is thme for heat,.and I expect 
to be able to give the people more hot 
weather than they want from now on 
through the summer months. 

“I notice the first case of sunstroke, or 
héat prostration, occurred in St. Louis Fri- 
day. They may be expected daily from now 
on. One of the reasons so many peop-e are 
funstruck or prostrated by heat in_ St. 
Louis and in the other large cities is their 
inability to sleep at night. Hot weather 
makes sleep and rest imporsible to a great 
many.persons in large cities, and after a 
night or two of restlessness those people 
are susceptible to the heat of the day, ana 
are easily bowled over?’ 

Saturday linen suits, alpacas and seer- 
suckers were fished out of closets where 
they had been stowed away since last sum- 
mer, and the hat stores did a rushing busi- 
ness in straw hats. The soda water fount- 
ains in the drug and candy stores were the 
most popular places in town. 

Sunday the population of the city may 
be expec ied at the parks, in the beer gar- 
dens and at the suburban resorts. 


NO AGREEMENT. 


The Republican Caucus Failed of Re- 
sults as to Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12.—The Re- 
publican Senators in their caucus to-day 
failed to reach any agreement on the Ha- 


waliian rec.procity treaty and adjourned 
with the understanding that another caucus 
would be help to-night or Monday. 

In the course of his apeeth in the caucus, 
Senator Frye said that the contemplated 
treaty of annexation with Hawail would 
not contain, as did the tormer treaty, a pro- 
vision appropriating $50,000 for ex-Queen 
Lil uokalani. The President did not approve. 

the Hawaiian Government did not 


ack it. 

The gen-ral opinion ts that the ultimate 
recult will be an agreement to continue the 
House provision continuing the present 
treaty in effect, coupled with a recommenda- 
tion to the President to enter negotiations 
for a new treaty modifying the terms of the 
present treaty, but without limiting him as 
to time. 

The Republican Senators were in caucus 
for two hours to-day and devoted the entire 
time to an effort to agree upon a course 
of action to be pursued with regard to the 
Hawatian reciprdeity treaty, in connection 
with the sugar schedule of the tariff bill. 
The meeting of the Senate at 12 o’clock 
forced an adjournment before there was 
time to reach a conclusion, and the caucus 
d'epersed to meet again at 4:30 in the after- 
noon. 

There were a half dozen different propos!- 
tions submitted to the caucus, the principal 
of which was the follow'ng: 

By Senator Frye, to leave it absolutely to 
the President to say what shall be done 
with the treaty and providing against any 
interference with the provisions of the 
treaty pending any action he may take. 

By Senator Allison, a proposition very 
much in the same line as Senator Frye’s, 
but intimating more clearly to the Pres!i- 
dent the opin'on of Congress that the treaty 
should be enodified. 

By Senator Perkins, a provition giving 
notice that unless something more is done 
within a year to continue the treaty !n 
force, that it shall be abrogated. 

By Senator Nelson, to abrogate the treaty 
absolutely after one year’s notice and giv- 
ing the notice as a proviso in connection 
with the sugar schedule. 


POOLING AND SCALPING. 


Small Chance for Either of the Bills 
This Session.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 12..—Chairman 
Cullom of the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee is not hopeful of committee 
action on either the pooling or the scalping 
bill at this special session. The main 
trouble is that the railroads themselves 
cannot*come to an agreement as -to the 
kind of bills they want. Another reason 
lies in the deep-rooted indisposition of Sena- 
tors to take the initiative in legislation of 
th!s sort, beleving that it should start in the

Strong Democrats on the committee like 
Lindsay of Kentucky have joined Chandler 
in fighting the proposition for a committee 
report this session, and even Senator Cul- 
lom himself admits that the indications are 
that the matter will go over unti) the reg- 
ular session begins next December. An- 
other meeting will be held next week, at 
which a last attempt will be made to get a 
favorable vote on the report.

FOR A LONG RIDE. 


A Company of Regulars to Ride Bicy- 
cles From Montana to Missouri. 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 

FORT MISSOULA, Mont., June 12.—To- 
day twenty-four dark-skinned men Will 
start on a ride of nearly 2,500 miles to 
Jefferson Barracks, Mo., which will be 
reached in about six weeks. 

At present there are no bicycle com- 
anies in the army, and the officials at 
Washington are divided on the practical 
use of the wheelin warfare. The advanced 
faction ts headed by Gen. Miles, while the 
others are vu r Secretary Alger. 

Upon their bicycles, under the handle- 
bars, hanging over the front wheel, will be 
the knapsack, packed as regularly worn by 
the infantry in the field, and in the dia- 
mond frame will be suspended bicycle 
trunks. At the rear under the seat will be 
attached to some of the machines skillets, 
coffee pot, boiler and small oven fer use in 
field cooking. The rations will be carried 
in the haversack, and enougk will be taken 
to carry the squad from one supply point 
to another. Each soldier will carry one 
blanket and a shelter tent. The surgeon 
twill have his medicine chest fitted to his 
wheel. 

Each member of the party will wear the 
regulation field sérvice uniform, with the 
single exception of bicycle shoes. Ten of 
the men will carry their Krag-Jorgensen 
rifles slung to their machines under the lg 
leg and parallel to the top tubing of the 
frame. The rest of the party will wear 
pistols, all being supplied with fifty rounds 
of ammunition to the man, with twenty- 
five additional rounds each in their knap- 
sacks.

TT WAS PASSED, — 


‘The Arkansas Land Grant Bill Passed 
in the Legislature After a Long 
and Heated Debate. 


LITTLB ROCK, Ark., June 12.—The 
House at 5 o’clock yesterday evening passed 
the bill introduced by Senator Smith of 
Union County, granting to the Springfield, 
Little Rock & Gulf Railroad Co. 1,000 acres 
of State lands per mile for each mile on 
the main line and branches that may be 
built. The lands are to be selected from 
the overflowed, forfeited and swamp dis- 


tricts. 

The bill was taken up during the morning 
and debated for four hours. The galleries 
and lobb‘es were crowded during the day 
with prominent citizens from all sections of 
the State working in the interest of the 
bill. Closing speeches were made against 
the bill by Messrs. Barnett, Jackson, Bul- 
lock, Warren, Patton and Bush, and for 
the bill by Messrs. Wood of Lee, Vanevent- 
er, Van Hoose, Wadsworth and Herren. 
The vote resulted: Yeas, 49; nays, 42. The 
Populists, excepting Messrs. Chrisp and 
Ate who did not respond, voted against 
the ll. 

A motion to consider the vote by which 
the bill passed was made and la!d on the 
table by the vote of 48 to 4. The bill will 
now go to the Senate for concurrence in an 
amendment which wae agreed to by com- 
mon consent. Gov. Jones says he will sign 
the bill at once. The Dill provides that the 
lands granted shall be limited to counties 
lying within the limit of fifty miles on each 
side of the lines to be constructed. If the 
lands lying within the imits do not amount 
to 1,000 acres per mile, then future forfelt- 
ures of lands within the limits shall pass 
to the railroad eg until it has re- 
ce'ved 1,000 acres. If there are more than 
1,000 acres per mile within the limits, then 
only 1,000 acres per mile shall be taken, an 
equal distance on each side of the roads to 
be constructed. 

The railway company is to begin perma- 
nent construction of its railroads within eix 
months from the date of the passage of the 
act, and within one year must complete and 
equip the railroad from Little Rock to Dar- 
danelle. It must be completed and equipped 
from Little Rock to the Missouri State line 
in a northerly direction from the city of 
Dardanelle, and west to the line of the In- 
dian Territory and to the city of Hot 
Springs within two and one-half years, and 
completed and nuieees from ttle Rock 
eouth to the Louisiana State line within 
three years.

WHEN THE DEVIL DRIVES. 

When public opinion can act in a defi- 
nite and positive way on any question 
with the details of which it is familiar, it 
is generally irresistible. So when the 
Post-Dispatch got the Street Commis- 
sioner and Mr. Uthoff to comparing fig- 
ures, the.Uthoff bill was condemned be- 
cause it was proved to"aim at establish- 
ing official] sinecures even more costly and 
useless than the multitude with which 
the Street Department is now afflicted. 

This was a matter of figures. We have 
now to deal with a matter of phraseology. 
Appropriating a sum in lump, and cloth- 
ing officers with large discretionary 
power for its expenditure, is an evil of 
nearly all public administration, but it 
seems to be a necessary or at least an 
unavoidable evil under our present im- 
perfect forms of municipal government, 

A “day laborer” is only one term of 
evasion. There are others. The only 
safeguard against such evasions, and the 
Public robberies they make possible and 
easy, is to elect honest men and law- 
abiding citizens to office, and not Filleys 
with their armies of spoilsmen and Zie- 
genheins with their contempt of law. 


A QUESTION OF STATE’S RIGHTS. 
The Supreme Court of Indiana has de- 
cided to be constitutional the Indianapolis 
street railway fare bill which J udge 
Showalter of the United States District 
Court had declared unconstitutional. 

The decision of the Federal Judge in 
thig case followed a defiance of the law 
by the Indianapolis street railways, which 
continued to collect five-cent fares af- 
ter the State law making three cents the 
legalfare becameoperative. A mob threat- 
ened to tear up the street car tracks, and 
that course would doubtless have been 
taken had not the Federal Court come 
to the rescue of the street railway com- 
panies with a decision. 

It is an evidence of how far corporate 
interests have come to rely upon the 
Federal courts to protect them against 
regulation, that an appeal is to be taken 
from the State Supreme Court to the 
United States Supreme Court. The right 
of a State to regulate its own domestic 
effairs will in this way be again contest- 
ed. If the Supreme Court of Indiana is to 
be overruled in its interpretation of a 
State law the principle of State sov- 
sreignty may be taken as finally annulled, 


ILLINOIS BOARD OF PARDONS. 

An act of the Illinois Assembly just ad- 
journed, less questionable than most acts 
of that body, was the creation of a State 
Board of Pardons. Governor Tanner has 
signed the bill, and appointed the first 


Illinois has not suffered more from 
abuse of the pardoning power than other 
States. Governor Altgeld’s pardons were 
not greater in number than those of many 
of his predecessors, loudly as he was con. 
demned by the Republican press on ac- 
count of them. But a Board of Pardons 
will do much to relieve the Governor of 
the pressure of work arising from peti. 
tions of this character, and the proper 
consideration of which occupies entirely 
too much of his time. 

So far as what are called “policy” par- 
dons are concerned, issued to parties to 
serve the political or personal ends of the 
Governor or his friends, the new law will 
be found to be ineffective. As the mem- 
bers of the Board of Pardons will be the 


people who would have to pay it objected 
to payingit. There was no pretense that 
they are not able to payit. On the con- 
trary, it is a fact of general knowledge 
that there is no interest or industry that 
is paying such profits on such a moderate 
investment of capital as is now paid by 
the brewing of beer. But the brewers, 
by reason of their connection with the 
saloons, have a powerful political in- 
fluence, and as they have served notice 
upon the Republicans that they don’t 
want to pay any more taxes than they 
are now paying, the Republicans have 
backed down and have withdrawn the 
tax. 

With the abandonment of the tax on 
beer went the proposed tax on tea, as 
the Republicans would not dare to impose 
a tax on the latter beverage after giving 
up the increased beer tax from fear of the 
brewers. 

The logic of this action is that the Re- 
publicans must now find some tax which 
those who have to pay ft will pay will- 
ingly, or at least without protest. It is 
vitally necessary that they find ‘some 
tax that will yield more revenue than 
can be hoped for from the tariff taxes 
that have been put on for protection and 
not forrevenue. And as they have with- 
drawn the beer tax because the brewers 
objected to it, they are committed to the 
principle of levying no taxes that are ob- 
jected to. 

If there are any patriots who are not 
paying taxes which they are eager to 
pay, they are requested to communicate 
with the chairman of the Senate Repub- 
lican caucus, There is no doubt that 
their wishes will be complied with with 
great promptitude, for the Republican 
quest for revenue ‘‘to meet the deficit’’ is 
just now in a bad way. 


M’KINLEY’S DIRTY WORK. 
Mark Hanna insists on redeeming his 
ante-election and ante-convention prom- 
ises, all of which he made for McKinley, 
and which McKinley will not repudiate. 

Some of these promises, and in fact 
most of them, were to “shady’’ peo- 
ple. As Hanna says, in the cases of the 
Louisiana appointments he has recom- 
mended, and which are fervently pro-

The night the negro dele- 
gates to the St. Louis convention resolved 
to stand by the gold dollar it was realized 
that a large amount of dirty work was 
being done by Mark Hanna, And that was 
as nothing compared with what he had 
to do, or have done, to reverse the peo- 
ple’s verdict, recorded at the polls. 

For most of this dirty work he paid 
cash. He is now called upon to deliver 
the goods on his contracts for future de- 
livery. And he proves again his well- 
known contempt for public conscience 
and public morality by openly proclaim- 
ing that he has bartered public office to 
gamblers, thugs, boodlers and thieves to 
do dirty work for McKinley.

LONDON, June 12.—A large delegation of 
members of the Independent Order of Good 
Templars, including several representatives 
from the United States and Canada, left 
this city to-day for Zunch, Switzerland, 
where during the coming week the interna- 
tional supreme lodge of that organization 
will hold its annual session. 

The Independent Order of Good Templars 
is one of the most influential reformatory 
organizations in existence, and though its 
Beery extends over but forty years, it has 
firmly established itself under the auspices 
of every nation of the civilized world.

NEW YORK, June 12.—The Parochial Mis- 
sion Society of thg Protestant Episcopal 
Church will formally withdarw its support 
from the church army Sept. 28 next. This 
decision, which was arrived at at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Executive Committee, 


amounts practically to a complete repudia- 
tion of Gen. H. Hadley and his scheme of 
evangelization. It was not entirely un- 
looked for, however, because the church 
army, since its organization a year ago, 
has existed only on sufference, and no rec- 
tor in thig diocese has been found willing 
to indorse the work. In fact it has been 
on trial and has not found favor with the 
great majority of the clergy. It was placed 
on trial only through the efforts of Dr. 
Bradley, vicar of St. Agnes, who is said to 
have now changed his mind about its use- 
fulness. 

The idea of establishing a church army 
of national dimensions was first suggested 
here when the dissensions in the Salvation 
Army culminated in the formation of the 
Volunteers of America. The organization 
Was modeled after the church army of En- 
gland, and designed to work in the slums. 


DECIDED TO WITHDRAW. 


The Ontario Grand Lodge No Longer 
in the A. 0. U. W.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 12.—The On- 
tarlo Grand Lodge has severed connection 
with the Supreme Lodge of the A. 0.

THE PORTER TESTED. 


Successful Trials of the New Govern- 
ment Torpedo Boat. 


NEW YORK, June 12.—The final trial trip 
of the torpedo boat Porter has been made 
and the little flyer proved itself a success in 
every way. The trial trip was made in the 
Horseshoe at Sandy Hook, and consisted of 


working the torpedo tubes and firing 
torpedoes. When off Sandy Hook the 
“tactical diameter’ of the vessel was tried 
—that is, the vessel was started at a seven- 
teen-knot speed and it was turned, The 
vessel made a complete circle in 1,100 feet, 
a paet was thoroughly satisfactory to the 
oard. 

The vessel was next taken into deep.water 
and driven ahead under full steam. The 
order was then given to reverse the en- 
gines to ascertain how quickly the boat 
would answer them. It was found that 
under full speed the vessel began to back 
in about half its own length and that when 
the engines were started ahead again under 
full pressure the vessel started ahead in 
one-quarter of its own length. This ended 
the trial for speed and the working of the 
engines. 

The steam and hand steering apparatus 
were then put through the various tests, 
and, like the other part of the machinery, 
proved successful. he vessel was taken 
back to the Horseshoe and the firing of the 
torpedoes was begun. One of the small 
boats was anchored as a target and three 
torpedoes were discharged at it. All came 
to the surface near the boat. The test 
lasted four hours and was one of the most 
severe that any of the smaller-vessels of 
the navy had been subjected to. 

Commodore Dewey and the rest of the 
board expressed themselves as _ entirely 
satisfied with the boat in every respect. 


MURDER MYSTERY. 


Head of a Woman Found in a Cellar 
in Indiana, 


RUSHVILLE, Ind., June 2.—The. discovery 
of a woman’s head buried in earth in a 
ceilar of a vacant house in the center of the 
city has aroused intense excitement here. 
Two boys were in the cellar rummaging 
among some old barrels and boxes when 
4 made the discovery. 

6 head is that of a woman probably 35 
or 40 years old. The flesh has decayed, leav- 
ing the skin hard and dry and pressing 
lightly against the skull. There are thirteen 
teeth, six upper and seven lower, looking as 
bright and natural as if their owner was 
alive, A mass of short, curly, blond hair 
crowns the head, with bangs in front. The 
facial appearance give rise to the belief 
that the owner of the head in her lifetime 

ossessed great beauty. A long cut or incis- 
on in the skull over the right ear tells how 
the woman met her fate. The discovery of 
the head has given rise to all manner of 
conjectures as to the woman’s identity, 
who buried the head and how it got there. 
The prevailing opinion is that the woman 
Was murdered, her body buried elsewhere 
and the head buried in the cellar. 

Many believed that the head is that of 
Pearl Bryan, murdered at Ft. Thomas by 
Scott Jackson and Alonzo Walling. This 
woman has been dead three or four years, 
while Pearl Bryan met her fate but a year 
and a half ago, which explodes that theory. 


CAPTURED IN TEXAS. 


August Genar Will Be Tried for Mur- 
dering Michel. 


Sheriff Kerth of St. Louis County left 
Saturday for Thibodaux, Lafourche Coun- 
ty, Tex., for August Genar, wanted for the 
murder of Isaac Michel. Genar was cap- 
tured Friday by the Lafourche County au- 


thorities, — 

The body of Michel was found on the St. 
L. K. Cc. & C. R. R. tracks on June 3. 
The skull was crushed and the body was 
almost nude, At first the Coroner decided 
that it was ‘‘only a Sg and that he 
was killed by a train. The body was identi- 
fied later and at a second inquest it devel- 
Oped that Genar had disappeared at the 
fame time that Michel did, and the latter’s 
$200 was also missing. Genar could not be 
found and the Coroner's Jury held him re- 
sponsible for the death.

Scott, the millionaire turfman, and in one 
year put Mr. Scott at the head of the win- 
ning owners of the East. With Dick Roach 
of St. Louis he formed a partnership, and 
while it lasted they made big money. 

For the past few years he has been in 
business alone, but has frequently been as- 
sociated with Riley Grannan, the plunger, 
in betting operations on his horses. For 
several seasons past, beginning wtth Sallie 
McClelland, Mr. McClelland s2emed to have | 
the best horse of the year. He not only 
won the big stakes and backed his mount 
well, but mena. # sold the winning horse | 
for a big figure. e bred and bought with | 
judgment, and his excellent training did | 
the rest. He knew how to put a horse on | 
edge for any particular stake, and he often | 
won what he went after. He never raced | 
h's horses promiscuously and they never got 
track sore. 

Just before his illness he told a friend he 
was $21,000 ahead on this season. His money 
was invested in real estate, stocks and 
bonds, and he owned a fine stable of runners 
and one of the best breeding studs in 
America.

THE RAINY DAY 


Each Man Makes His Own 
Sunshine and Shadow. 


Days of sunshine! 

In every life there are rainy days and 
days of sunshine. 

In every life there are days when the 
birds sing and the brooks babble and the 
flowers bloom—there are days when the

A MEDICAL JOURNAL HAULS HIM 
OVER THE COALS. 


THINKS HIS POLICY NARROW. 


Journal of Osteopathy Takes Up the 
Cudgels for Those Attacked 
by Ardent Allopaths. 


Referring to the recent Interstate Medl- 
©al Congress held in St. Louis, at which 
Dr. Duncan took occasion to attack Gov.

BOARD OF HEALTH VISITS COL. 
BUTLER’S STINK FACTORY. 


AS SWEET AS JUNE ROSES. 


The Committee Swallowed Antidotes 
for Two Hours in Cherokee Gar- 
den at Somebody’s Expense. 


Col. Ed Butler’s odor foundry is all right. 
It has been tried and found wanting only 
in the stinks which citizens of South St. 
Louis ascribe to it. 

The trial of the reduction works was made 
unexpectedly Friday afternoon by Dr. 
Starkloff’s committee. The statement that 
the odor foundry is all right is based upon 
the following report of the inspection: 

St. Louis, June 11, 1897. 


To the Honorable Board of Health, the 
Hon. Hen Ziegenhein, Mayor and 
= gags me | officér: 

ir—Pursuant to the request of the St. 

Louis Sanitary Company and in res- 

ponse to the resolution offered at @ 

meeting of the Board of Health, a com- 
mission consisting of the Health Com- 
missioner, Dr. C. Hughes and Dr. 

Albert Merrill, medical members of the 

board; the Hon. James Bannerman, 

Police Commissioner, and the Hon. &. 

F. Meier, President of the City 

Council, and members of the board ex- 

officio, and Mr. J. W. Dunn, a citizen 

appointed by your honor, beg leave to 
repart: 

That we have this day examined the 
plant of the St. Louls Sanitary Com- 
pany and its surroundings at all points, 
and fail to find any objectionable odors 
emanating from these works. This com- 
mittee had in view only the oneees of 
ascertaining whether any unpleasant 
odors existed on the outside caused by 
or resulting from the reduction works, 
ad failed to find anything objection- 
a 


We also examined the interior of said 
works and find it in as excellent sanitary 
condition as could be reasonably expected 
from the nature of the material. Dur- 
ing our visit no less than thirty garbage 
hein agg emptied their contents at these 
works, 


This report was signed by Drs. Starkiof?, 
Merrill and Hughes, and Mr. Bannerman. 
Mr. Mercer, who lives in the vicinity of the 
works, and Mr. Dunn, who is a thorough- 
going and analytical gentleman in all things, 
objected to the report only on the grounds 
that on other days when the weather condi- 
tions were not the same there might be 
stinks in abundance. They s'gned the report 
after it had been amended so as to make It 
plain they had found no stinks on June ll 
only, and thinking they might find a few 
stray stinks some other time when the visit 
was a little more unexpected. They added 
a recommendation that a night inspection 
be made. 

Dr. Starkloff wrote the report and in the 
first draft he used the words, “‘or in fact 
any odor’ after the sentence concluding 
“and fail to find any objectionable odors 
emanating from these works.’’ Mr. Meier 
and Mr. Dunn thought this declaration a 
bit extravagant, and while Dr. Starklioff 
was struggling with the remainder of the 
paper these two gentlemen sneaked and 
dug up a vagrant etink at some point over- 
looked by the commission of inquiry. When 
they returned to the office of the plant, 
where the commission was sitting, they de- 
manded the words “or in fact any odors” 
be stricken out. 

*“‘We have found an odor,” sald Mr. Dunn, 
mysteriously. He didn’t say where he 
saw it, and the obliging Dr. Starkloff 
didn’t ask that the odor be brought inside, 
so Mr. Dunn’s protest was heeded. 


In this great city of St. Louis there may 
be a vast peveontots of the population la- 
boring under the delusion that the only 
toole needful In an inspection of the stink 
factory are half a dozen good, keen noses 
and eyesight acute enough to note the frol- 
icsome — jinks of a microbe colony ina 
handful of offal. Those who think that way 
are woefully deceived. 

To investigate a stink emporium success- 
fully needs a greater outlay. Here are some 
of the requisite tools and necessary con- 
comitants employed b the commission 
which went nosing into South St. Louis yes- 
terday:

Chairman Jones of the Election Com- 
missioners Is Determined to 
Have Fair Elections. 


Michael J. Cullinane furnished the bond 
for the four election judges and one clerk 
who were bound over to the Grand-jury 
Friday, charged with making false returns 
from Precinct 9, Fourteenth Ward, on 
May 18. 

The case became quite sensational in the 
afternoon, when three of the defendants 
were placed on the stand, There was an 
evident integt on the part of C. H. Schok- 
miller, one of the judges, to place the blame 
on his associates and thus clear himself. 
But when under a clever cross-examination 
by Prosecuting Attorney Tom Mulvihill he 
admitted that he was aware that the re- 
turns had been ‘‘doctored,”’ and the only ex- 
cuse he gave for not reporting the facts was 
that he “had no time.” 

Another matter that gave rise to com- 
ment was the testimony of Thomas F. 
Dunn, the clerk who thrashed Richard 
Johnson for protesting against the irregu- 
larities. When Dunn left the stand Judge 
Fisse calmly announced that the did not 
believe his statements and he would not 
listen to Mr, Gernez’ motion that Dunn be 
discharged.
